THIERS AND THE BEPCBLIC. 


Tbe Condition of France and Her 
Futnre Folitical Prospects. 


The Position Abroad—Taxoe-“Ihat Noble House 
of Bottrbon’’-Tho Bonaparte Family-Tbe 
Oovemment of tho 4tb of 8eptember-A Do 
Faoto Oovsrnment—The Republic—A 
Hereditary President—Tbe Old Man 
Leaning loward a Monarchy- 
The Patriotism of the Priness— 
"1 Will Deoeivo No Ons." 


Tbe following Is the tex t of Thiers’ speech de­ 
livered in the National A.ssembly on the Stii Inst., a 
uJsumd ol which we published a few days since:— 
I m ust tell you what the s u te of the country really 
la

without attennatloo. We have lust euded a great 
civil w ar -oue, 1 believe, of tbe greatest, that ever 
afflicted any nation.

Tnelr num bers were fo rm idable- 
iiieir waapuus, such as do lusnrrectiou ever pu->- 
sease»!; tbe walls of I'aris were covered with tueir 
calumules and faiaehoo«ls: lUey oaluumiaioa you 
and tuey caium ntatea me. Thanks to the devoied- 
ness and the right spirit of the arm y—tiianks to tbe 
Hklilof itochicis—U u n k sto y o u , wo conquered.

say 15 with pride, not for myMli, but for my country, 
we won a great victory—the 
victory of social 
order—((/'4s 6(e/t, Crdt 6/en)—and burope, wnich, 
ll 1 m ay be permitted to say so, has never shown us 
any very great cordiality, now thanks us. Europe 
has oongratulated me; I accepteil its congratulations 
on behau of tbe country. That victory has not only 
rescued us from anarchy, it has also 
IMPROVED Ol'H POSITION ABROAD. 
At the sam e time we m ust beware against any illu­ 
sion. The passions wo nad to contend ogslnst are 
disarmed. 
We have token out of the rebels' hsm la 
300,000 muskets, 'j,ooo cauuon, but If the passions wo 
have had to deal with are dlsaim ed they are nut 
appeased. 
W hat remedies ought we to apply r 
Oeuiiomen, there are two wmch wisdoui rucom- 
meuds. The first is to allay these passions bv de­ 
priving them of any real cause; the second'is to 
p uvide work, whicn Is the greatest distraction tliat 
can be found for passious, guu»l er bad. What was

According to the lateet despatches 
one hnndred snd twenty out of one hundred 
end forty deputies chosen are thorough repub­ 
licans. 
The rest were classed as coneerra- 
tives in the telegraphic despatches yeetrrday; 
but to-day we are told they are legitimisto 
and Bona^artists. 
Many of the repiib'leans 
are moderate and conservative; the tolegrspk 
correspondents in this, aa in many other caeeo, 
using wrong words, 
fh e Imperialist* and 
monarchists are the dUorganlsers and Mar­ 
plots of France, and the moderate lepubHcaae 
are the coaserreUves. 
The elections for the most part were la the 
centres of intelligence, wealth, commeme aed 
productive industry, and cannot Ihll to have a 
greater weight over the Aeeembly and la shap­ 
ing the destiny of Prance than the Biere votes 
of the now members may carry. 
Paris, Mar­ 
seilles, the departments of the Gironde, Pas 
de Calais and other most Influential eeeUooe 
of the country have spoken emphatloelly la 
favor of the republic. 
Only two BMMarehieto 
were chosen from Paris. 
In the departmeat 
of Gironde sixty-five thousand votes were east 
for the republicans, and the imperialiete bad 
only eighteen thousand and the royalists nine­ 
teen thousand. 
Gambetta, it appears, has 
been elected for both Paris and MArsaillea. 
while Rouber, the imperialist and ex-Minister 
of Napoleon, was defeated in the department 
of Charents Infcriease. 
The election appears 
to have been a lair one. 
The government did 
not interfere to influence the votes or to pre­ 
vent the spontaneous expression of the will of 
the people. 
The soldiers even. It is eald, did 
not vote. 
The result U the more remarkable 
and emphatic in favor of the republio and 
against imperialism or royalism, because the 
late frightful excesses of the ultra republicans 
in Paris were calculated to alarm conservative 
people and to drive them into the arms of the 
imperialists or monarchists. 
It is evident 
now that the mass of the voters are not afraid 
of Jacobinbm gaining ascendancy under re­ 
publican government; that they believe a re­ 
public is both practicable and the best gov­ 
ernment for France, and that they arc heartily 
sick of the fanfaronade, corruptions, mere 
glitter and humbug of imperialism and royalty. 
Wo do not know yet what will be the politi­ 
cal complexion of the National Assembly 
when It meets with all the seats filled—hew 
many imperialists, old Bourbonists, Orleanlst* 
and republicans per ae there may be. 
Nor 
can we foresee what combiaations will be 
formed. 
But, if we mistake not, the royalist 
and imperialist factions will not venture to 
the face of these recent elections and the 
strength of the Thiers government to sqaelch 
the republic should they have even votes 
enough if combined for such a purpose. 
It is 
highly improbable that the imperialists and 
royalists could combine under any circnm- 
stances, and a combination of the royalists of 
all shades would not be powerful enough in 
the Assembly to change the government. The 
very rivalry of the imperialist and the royalist 
factions must tend to consolidate the republic. 
It is a question if even President Thiers could 
turn France over to the royallits if he were so 
disposed. 
But he has said over and over 
again that be Intends to be true to the repub­ 
lic, and there is no reason to doubt his hon­ 
esty. 
He is an old man, and if he can be 
instrumental in the last years of his lifj in 
giving France 
a 
stable repnblican gov­ 
ernment 
he 
will 
acquire 
more 
fame 
and 
a 
greater 
name 
in history than 
by restoring the bauble monarchy which has 
failed so often and which could not last long. 
Perhaps the imperialists or royal'ists may 
plot to foment civil strife; for that these falsely 
called conservatives are likely to do, to bring 
odinm upon the republic and thus to regain 
power upon the disorders of the country; but 
we think the snppression of the impracticable 
Communists, the recent elections, and the 
strength 
of 
the Thiers goverament will 
effectually check the schemes of these Mar­ 
plots and real enemies of France. 
Letns, then, contemplate France under a 
republic. 
We have seen the confidence which 
both the French people and foreign capitalists 
have in the nation to overcome its enormous 
losses and diflicalties. 
The loan of four 
hundred millions of dollars—a five per cent 
loan which was placed at eighty-two—obtained 
subscriptions instantly for over double the 
amonnt 
And though this loan was put 00 
the market a few days ago it is now mnch 
above the price at which it was issued. 
Well 
might President Thiers say, in his financial 
statement to the Assembly, that, “notwith­ 
standing the heavy load upon the country, be 
believed France bad in heraelf such resources 
that a few years of economy and good 
financial 
management 
wonld 
see 
her 
perfectly prosperous and infinitely better 
off 
in 
reality 
than 
she 
had 
ever 
been under the late dynasty." It is doubtfnl 
if any other nation in Europe would have 
shown such credit and resources after the 
losses, disasters and expenditures Prance has 
borne. 
Then that splendid military array in 
Paris the other day shows that France is not 
crushed as one of the great Powers of Europe. 
There is no country of Europe more productive 
or that has such a variety of prodncUona, and 
maoy of these, such as the wines and splendid 
manufactures, cannot be had elsewhere, and 
these the rest of the world must have. 
The 
people are very industrious and economical, 
and with a few years of peace are snre to be­ 
come proeperona and rich. 
The republic will 
tend to develop all these individual qnalities 
and natnral resonrces in the highest degree. 
It will emancipate the minds of the people 
from priestly dogmatism as well as from those 
communist theories which result from oppres­ 
sive dynastic nile. 
Under it every French­ 
man will feel be is a man and experience the 
value of citiienshlp, and perceive that all the

Onr poUticsl progress toward the complete 
fulfllmest of the priaciplcs of tbe DiNilarAlion 
of ladcpendence has been aa r.naarkaUe as 
our material expansion and prosperity. 
Tbe 
constitution of “onr fathers” tras not a porfeet 
work of liberty. 
It was a budget of compro­ 
mises with slavery which could not last. 
It 
was a work of neceesity for tbe sake of union; 
but the Union thus formed was a rope of sand. 
For these original compromisos and all the 
succeeding compromisee with tbe nnieance of 
African slavery. North and South, we hare 
paid tbe penalty in the moat gigantic aad san­ 
guinary civil war in tbe history of any people. 
We have emerged from this terrihle stniggle 
with tbe nuisance of slavery abated and with 
a ooDBtitntion of univereal liberty and civil 
and political equally; and it mnst at least be 
recorded to the credit of the American people 
that they were ashamed to pot the word 
slavery Into their national charter of liberty 
until they could use tbis obnoxious word 
slavery to tnnotince that neither slavery nor 
involuntary serritude, except in the piinJah- 
ment of crime, can be permitted in the United 
States. 
Thus wo hsre passed through a great revo­ 
lution in passing tbrotigh tbe fiery ordeal of 
four years of terrible war for tbe life of the 
nation against a formidable rebellion for tbe 
mafntenance and extension of Southern slavery 
outside the Union, and we have entered upon 
a “ new departure." What is tbe prospect? 
It is glorious and encouraging; but It is 
cloudy. 
Political corruption and demoralisa­ 
tion have Increased with the public spoils and 
plunder. 
Our political parties were never ao 
corrupt and our political leaders and manag­ 
ing politicians were never so unscrupalons 
and rapacious as they are to-day. 
The power 
and audacity of gigantic monopolies and cor- 
porations were never so dangerous to tbe 
pnbllc liberties as they are now and the spirit 
of the working classes Is full of peril to the 
established inequalities of 
things.

these and other causes we apprehend that 
our Presidential campaign of 1872 will be a 
campaign of alarming excitements sod de­ 
velopments snd the beginning of new agita­ 
tions, which must inevitably bring about a 
new revolntion more radical and sweeping in 
its consequences than anything dreamed of by 
our spoils and plunder poIHiciana.

The annouDcement of a “terrible railroad 
disaster” is followed at once by the statcmeot,

of disaster, althoogh it is not previously stated 
or known tbat any one is h art 
This presents 
railroad travelling in a very cheerful light, 
similar in its effestn to the comforting “scoi- 
dent Insurance" signs that g.-eet travellers at 
every depot, or tbe “life policy advantages" 
with which tbe chatty insurance agents assail 
you fromihe moment of starting. 
There is a 
railroad out West which advertises that each 
train carries a coroner and six jurymen “for 
the convenience of passengers,” and there caa 
be no queation as to the soothing effect such 
an official statement has upon the nerves of 
the passengers. 
The general understaading 
tbat in case of accident twenty physician* will 
be at once despatched from tbe nearest city 
would, however, operate much more effectively 
and pleasantly upon tbe minds snd nerves of 
tbe travellers. 
It Is comparatively ao much 
more satisfactory to know that In the last ex­ 
tremity “twenty physicians" will willingly 
and 
cheerfully physic you. 
sound you, 
bleed 
you, 
saw 
your 
leg 
off, 
or 
testify to the company's care for you in 
all these ways If necessary—it is much more 
satlsfacrory to know this than to contemplate at 
the fatal moment of the trip nothing more 
auspicious or hopeful than a coroner’s inquest. 
A car full of passengers wonld sleep as calmly 
as infants, or discuss politics and tbe latest 
sensation with the self-complacency that only 
attends the true Christian, If each knew cer- 
Uinly that he could run up a big doctor's bill 
at tbe expense of the company in case of acci- 
4«i)|i 
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hia enuhed Itmh, and every doee of ledaUve 
anodyne poured down hie throet edde a eer- 
Uin number of doliera to the railroed oom- 
peny*e expeneee. 
All these little allevietione 
of the horrora of travel are gratefhl to peri­ 
patetic human nature, although tbe biuntneee 
with which they are announced somewhat 
startles the nnfamiliar mind. 
An improve­ 
ment npon the “ twenty pbysicien” feature 
wonld probably be to carry a doEcn physicians, 
and if necessary a small drag store on each 
train; bat it would most likely serve all pur­ 
poses much more setlsfeotorily by preventing 
dieeeten and avoiding the expense of 
the 
pbyeiciane if General Sherman’s war plan were 
carried oot of tying a director of the road to 
each looomoUve, and where the train is a very 
valuable one, or is laden with more people or 
greater people than asnal, by placing the 
president or vice president of tbe road upon 
the oowoatoher.

War aotoal, or rumors of war, and 
oMoaoes of snndry belligerent “ sorehead” 
cbiefii overhang these petty governments as 
ooMtaatly as the blue ether of the skies which 
canopy them, and with what reason is seldom 
if ever known to any of the combatants. 
The 
usaai cd«a« brtU of “ ins” and “ onts” among 
all politicians of course prevails there, and 
the Latins of the New World seem fully as 
alivs to Its mt^aning and as ready to make war 
OB tbat basis as ever were their Celtic prolo- 
typee of Tammany and the Young Democracy 
of New York. 
But the mischief of the matter lies in the 
methods resorted to by 
these hot-headed 
Southerners to effect their lltUe games. 
No 
oae ever doubted the Irishman's readiness to 
fight, or bis wliUngnest to continne it when 
oaee fsirly Into tbe frolic ; but it seems that the 
free and genial air of America is working a 
strange and positive modification in bis dispo- 
aiUoo, 
by 
developing hit 
good 
nature 
and strategy, 
in Ireland as s habit he 
cracks a crown, and Is oontinually iaveigbing 
agalast one la tbe proaeoutioo of Ids ideas of 
life snd freedom ; in New York be keeps his 
good clothes unrufficd, and either “ pnts qp a 
job” on hla opponent or stnflk bundles of 
ballots to defeat him. 
But the languid Latin 
muat go for his man srith a shooting iron and 
amid the 
pomp and circumstance of what 
frequently proves inglorions war. 
Keoent advices from Montevideo state that 
there are apprebeasions of another siege by 
the Blancos. 
Three monthe ago Suares, tbe 
Colorado or government general, had driven 
Aparicio close to the fronUers of Brasil and 
had almost “bottled” him. 
Shortly aflerward 
there was talk of a oompromiee and a general 
election, in which Colorados and Blancos alike 
were to padtielpato. both as candidates and 
elector*. 
Now all 1s duet and din again, and 
Aparicio the Blanco, Uke a veriUble white 
appariUon. flouriahea his bloodv sword over 
the beads of his Gaucho warriors at Las 
Piedras, only flReea miles from Montevideo.

It may also be coneoling to some of the muni­ 
cipal fatbere of the Empire City to kaow that 
Ihfe korn ruW . Aparicio, has a secretary, 
who writes the General’s name to all official 
docuaMDte, and that Aparicio, who baa never 
held a professorship as a peamaa anywhers, 
simply makM a little cross assr tbe signature. 
Coming next, however, to Veasxiisla ws 
note a decided modsmism introduced into the 
sj*tsm of miliury tactics—something which 
Jomioi never drramed of; and which clearly 
demonstrates Ouxman Blanco to be a autn of 
progrese.

With rare forbearance 
against hit rival be at once roaimaaieated to 
him a desire to see him. sad the result was 
that .Salsxar is now oa hU wsy to Europe as a 
Vsoesuslan dipiumat Instead of marchiag 
toward Csraocas for Blaaco's ecalp. 
Blaaoo 
loaned forty thouaaad dolUr* to Salaaar to 
pay incidental expenses aaff provided a Veue- 
xuslan gunboat, the Veinte-eieU de AbrtI, to 
convey bin pleoipotMÜary to Ht Tbomaa. 
Blanco clearly has “ brairia' and knows how 
to “ bust" SB eaemy's patriotism sll lo pieces. 
But tbe straagect “sbiady” of all Is tbat la 
Central America, where Honduras, Baa Sal­

ragua aad CosU Rica and Guaumala begin 
growling, and tbs jombls la wound up by

As a last resert President 
CorreoM) politely asks tbe Insurgent general 
not to come near the tosm. and expresses the 
utmost willlngneas to flgbt him at nay place 
he may designate five miles distant. 
Tbe general vein of humor, politeness, dis- 
interestedne**, military etiquette, unflincbiug 
devotion to country, brilliancy of strategy and 
intricacy of slatscrafl that pervades all these

high commlaaion, and leads ns to the belief

was the remarkable letter of Governor Hoffman, 
read at tbe Tammany celebration.

This is the keynote of all 
be had to say in excusing himself from taking 
part in Tammany’s Fourth of July, bat it was 
a sentiment so well put and so ably argued 
throughout tbat it cannot fail to become a 
political aphorism. We are a people so strong 
in onrselves and so well able to maintain our 
institutions withont bestowing imperial powers 
npon tbe Executive tbat this utterance will 
meet with universal acclaim, and from every 
part of the country there will come the re­ 
sponse, “ We shall continue, as heretofore, a 
strong people.” 
Amid the corruptions and 
dangers which surround ns bold, brave, true 
words like these will be magical in their 
effects and help to lift the nation out of the 
assail of troubles which sometimes threatens 
to overwhelm It. 
We surrender a large part of the H erald 
to-day to the chronicles of yesterday’s cele­ 
bration. 
Not from the metropolis alone, but 
from every part of the country we bare intel­ 
ligence of tbe manner in which the day was 
observe<l.

A Eulogy on the GoTernnieot of 
National Defence. 


GUIZOT IN PAVOR OP MONARCHY. 


M. GniBot has addressed the following letter to M. 
Qrévy, President of the National Assembly:— 
MoNStEUR LI PRXciiDBNT—I have uo( the bonoF 
Of your uenonal aoqualntance, nor have I ever, even 
indireotlr. been in oommunteailon with yon. 
But 
you preside over the deliberations of the representa­ 
tives of Kroiiee. 
Yon have an arduona task, and 
you are aequittlug yoiiraelf nonorably and with 
dignity. You are m aintatam g In 
the National 
AsMomhly. to the advantage of all members, what­ 
ever may be their opinions, that freedom of speech 
and obedience to law wuicu France hopes u> see 
prevail tlirongbout the land. 
I nave great con 11- 
dence in your patriotism ; and to you, as the first 
clttzon of free France, of a nation called upon to 
direct and control its own destiny in accordance 
w ith ita own rights and leglUmate interests—to you, 
therelore, 1 venture to express my anxieties as well 
as my hopes for mv conntrv. 
We are Just slrugglitig out of an abyss. 
At one 
time we were wlthonc a government, and without 
an army. Now, by the help of a freely elected 
national Assembly and an army as national as the 
Aasembly, France hiu re-entered Paris, from which 
it had l>ecu lorcibly separated for two mouiiis. 
Thanks be to God ahd to France! God has not 
ceased to watch over Prance, nor Prance to beiiev# 
in God. At the sam e time th at aisguMied men in 
ParU were closing the cburcneeln wnich for ao 
m any 
centuries

beings 
had m et together to pray to God, the National 
Assembly 
ordained

A great 
darkness sometimes fhlls upon men s raiads, bnt u

We ought to be able to take the good into 
account os well as the evil, and to bear the weight 
of I'aulis while we gather the rruit of fattnful ser- 
Tloc. A critical spirit IS ratal to sound policy- It Ls 
an excellent tning to offer iiuielllgeut resUtance to 
tnc errors and inlsoondnct of rulers, but tho m am a 
of m ere opposition bos destroyed more guvem m enu 
than It has reiormod. 
We are only taking onr first steps along the road 
which lead.s to national security aud well being. 
In 
order th at we may reaeii the goal we m ust support 
those who were our first leaders; we shall insure our 
owu progress ^ urging them on, and not oy unvlng 
them back. What have been the respective parts 
taken by the Government of Natioliai Deience and 
Paris, and the National Assembly and M. Thiers lu 
rescuing us from the abyss and beginiuug the work 
of deliverance r 
The Government of National Defence called Itself 
by that patriotic name aud no other. It did not 
attem pt to grapple wim tne political dimculiy and 
select a form oi government which should sncoecd 
the fallen empire. It took noon iisell the .lefcnce of 
tnc couutry against a foreign enemy, and nothing 
more. In all essential points Paris during the siege 
did precisely the same thing. It is true that the more 
im patient m eads of the republio proclaimed it from 
tne very first, and theu- name and party gave vain- 
able help In ibe dofouce of Paris, but most luuuredly 
the republic waa not the sDontancons desire of 
Parl-s, nor was the general tendency of Franco In 
favor of It. 
I do not wLsh to oppose or wunud any 
gannlue sentim ent, bnt It Is also a duty to look for 
the tm o meaning of facts and to call them by iheir 
right name, 
ih e proeiam ation of the republic In 
Farts ou me 4tn of September, isio , was a republi­ 
can roup (f'liiar, un act which anticipated tho rlgliu 
of tho iiai tonal fovereiguly. 
Even the must ardent reonblicans felt that this was 
the case, and hasteneil to assert that a republic is a 
governm ent by right—by right absolute, the only 
legitim ate government—and th a tit Is superior alike 
to universal suffrage and the national will; but It 
was certainly not because they accepted this theory, 
ami WLshed to uphold the republican roup a’etar, 
m at the whole populauon of Paris—Legitimists, 
Orleanisrs, Bonapartisis an<l men of no p a rty - 
braved all the dangers and privations of a siege. 
They uniusd against a common enemy to preserve 
iheir naüonal honor and national rlghM, and the 
National Assembly was convoked In tha nam e of 
tne sovereign people and to make known ilielr will. 
Wnen the Assembly m et it proclaimed Itself on the 
17tli of Fcbrnary, 1871, as ••the, depositary of sov­ 
ereign autlionty,” and stated that, as ‘-pending the 
deiiberatious wiih regard to the futnre constitution 
of the country” it was im portant "to provide, wiih- 
ont delay, lor 'he necossliies of the governm ent and 
th em ea u so f conducting negot'.atiomi," M. Thiers 
was nam ed "Chief of the Kxecutlve Power of the 
Frenen Repuolio.” No donbt these words were 
Inserted to express a 
lact which was actual 
and 
unduubted.

stood, for on entering office and choosing his Min­ 
isters be said:—"1 have taken them, not from one 
ot the parties into which we arc tlivlded, but from 
all panics, Jiist as our couutry has done In giving 
Its VÜ1C.S. nnd often placing on the sam e list men of 
the most opposite, and somcumes, as It wonld 
seem, autaguiilstlc Mows, but united by patriotism, 
intelligence and the common boad of good inten- 
tiona. 
Tho onlv possiole, the only conceivable, 
polity at the present time 1s to pacify, to reorgan­ 
ize. to restore credit and to encourage labor. 
Kverv sensible, honest, enligutened man, what­ 
ever may be his opinion as to a m onarchy or a 
republic, may labor usefully and honorably to pro­ 
mote these ends: and even If ho only labors a y e a r- 
six months—lie may return to his connlry w ith head 
erect and conscience at ease. No donbt when wo 
have rendered our country the preasliig services 
which 1 have Just enumerated, when we have raised 
from the ground that noble and wonnded form 
which we call France, it will, when health and 
energy arc restored, tell us how It wishes to live; the 
decision will be pronounced, not by a mlnortiy, bnt 
by the m ajorlij of Its citlz*m «-that is, by an ex­ 
pression of tne will of the whole nanon. 
The nation which elected the Assembly, the As- 
scmblv ch.won by the nation, and tne Head of the 
Execntlve Power

The National Assembly and M. 
Tillers did ihclr iinty, and showoil ilmi they umler- 
sUNNl the real state of the case and the true interests 
of ineir country when they reminded the members 
of tnelr true issnc. and that France In confiding it 
to them had Inu-ndcd to remain free to regulate her 
own lustitutious and her future desimy. 
The question ts tflerefore intact; It was expressly 
reM rved. France and her reprcsentanves have fUil 
rigm to exam ine diffiireiit forms of govenim ent and 
to seiert from them. 
But has tho time yet come 
when this ouestiOD can iie definitely brought for- 
waivL When it cur M* discussed ami decldetl with 
perfbet frscdom, a tair chance and some knowledge 
or the snbject’ 
I understand the impRtlencs of those who want 
the nuticr lo be settled. 
It is natural and legiti­ 
mate. It Is very necessary that France should ar­ 
rive at some definite conclusion, and see clearly 
what IS N-fore her: lor it Is a inatier which c.onccrns 
her safety, dignity, prospemy ami all her inier 
fsis, iiionU and material. 
Hot it must not Iw 
forgotten toat certain preliminary quest ions have 
been lorced upon the National Assembly tiy existing 
cveuisand urgent iiee<l«, which must he got out of 
the way in order mat the constderation of the fun­ 
damental M'hita may be earnest and conclusive.

W natever may be the result of these new elec- 
rions. they will exercue a m arked influence upon 
the character and decrees of the National Assembly: 
Ihcv will streuglhoa or eufeeblo such aud such a 
political party, such and such a tendency. We m ust 
nope that the wbule of electoral France will leel 
the 
Importance uf these 
elections, and will 
be eager to take part tn them. Men who hold oplc- 
lons that are definite, and who have made up inuir 
m mds beforehand, will enter warmly into them. 
It 
is men holding moderate opinions who hesitate, and. 
either ft-om timidity or Indolence or conscientious 
scruples, will even abstain from voting. Tlieir own 
Hupmeuess has nearly always been tho cause of the 
dcieai of this party, and In the present grave and 
critical position ot affBlrs, to abstain from voting 
would be to do wrong and to run a trem endous risk. 
When a tire breaks out people do not rnn away 
from It: on the contrary, they run towards u and 
make all the haste tncy can. and this not only out of 
curiosity and that they may watch It, and with 
Ecalous foresight that they may be able to help the 
firemen whose duty It u to extingtrt»» i t Now a 
conflagration is Inflnlte more dangerous and liable 
to spread m the Htale iliun In the sirccts, and the 
moderate party are far more interested In ex- 
tlngnishing it Than anyone else, bccaasoiflbcnn- 
ttnnes to spread they will suffer more than any ouo 
eUe. 
Tne Assembly has already taken such meaanrcs as 
are necessary to enable the electors to fiilui their 
duties wnen the new elections are held, without too 
great an efiort or too much sacrifice. 
W hen saiTrago 
is universal it Is very im portant that it should be 
real. The will of the people ought to be clearly ex­ 
pressed and tn make itself felt when it M in the 
presence of party passions, which are always bold 
and active, n ie history of our own time shows us 
that order and'liberty alike h are suffered from the 
w ant of Intelligence aad foresight m the m odciate 
party. 
The qnestion of elections to fill up the vocanoles 
In the National Assembly is closeiy ailled lo iiiat, 
Which relates to the recall or the Princes of the 
House of Orleans.

Thousands of voices arc llfYpd up to demand from 
the National Assembly tho reuoncillauon of every 
Frenchman with France; and it is to tho interest of 
whatever lorm of government may be nltlinately 
adopted by Franco, whether it lo republican or mo­ 
narchical, that this workshaU have been already ao- 
comoluhed. li it is a republic It is a goo. I thing that It 
cannot be called on at the vory begliiniug to pro­ 
scribe nnoo again all the representatives of mon­ 
archy and to Irritate all their m ends. If It Is a mon­ 
archy it will now be upheld by all Us natniiil reprc- 
oentatlvca and all its partisans will rally round it. 
1 firmly lielieve that it Is the duty of the National 
Assembir now sit m g to deliberate, and. with the 
consent ot France, to decide, on the question of tho 
int ure government of the country. Bnt, lu any case, 
there can be no doubt ibal It is for the Assembly to 
aeitle the prelim inary pomta to which I have alluded, 
because such a settlem ent Is indispensable If France 
Is to ootulii the permanent government of which she 
stands in such need—either a republic which shall 
not 
be revolutionary or a true constitutional 


To m ake peace with foreign enemies, to establish 
peace withm the land by repressing the disorders 
and crimes which render the establishm ent of a re ­ 
public or a monarchy equally impossible, ami by 
these means to enable France to deliberate freely 
and fully as to the future constitution of tho country 
and us future des'liiy—this is tho great work, the 
work ol salvation, which the National itasombly nnd 
M. Thiers have undertaken. They have already ac- 
complisheil two of their designs. Feace la concluded; 
anarchy, winch iievaatated i'aris, is snppressed. 
Both resnlts have been attained with difficulty and 
at great cost. It is oy the nnion, the combined ac. 
tlon ot the National Assembly and M. Thiers that 
both have been obtained. There still rcm;ilns iho 
last design, the must difficult of the three—namely, 
tkeestabiishm eat in and by France of a pcrmauuut 
govemiiient, able to give a sum clent gnariiiitec tor 
the securliy of the highest Interests of tne nation, 
of Its honor and prosperity and the preservuiloii 
both of liberty and law. 
lu the existing condition of affiiirs the same means 
which Inaugurated the success of tnc nn rtertak in g - 
namely. tho luscparable alliance of the Natlunal 
Assembly and M. iniers—can alone coudnut it to 
a successful termination. Let this, therefore, M> the 
law br which their miitiial m ierconrse is regulated, 
and tne constant aim of every leglum ate Influence, 
public or private, whlcn has any right to affect 
them. Mirabcau was wrong when lie raid, " ¿ a 
7>etita m orale tvs la oraniie." It is inflnltely more 
true that little subjecta and litUe dUUcultles blind 
us to the Importance of great one.s. and that we 
often fall to reach the goal becau.se we cannot over­ 
look trifling ImiiedlmeuiH along the road. 
No doubt there are someUmes difficulties, mlsnn- 
«lemtandings and unexpected colllslous between 
the Chief ol the Kxecntlve Power and the Assembly 
to whlcn the naUonal sovereigutv has been confldea. 
This Is almost inevitable. M. Tiilcrs may soiiicUines 
grow im patient, tho Assembly may t>e irniablo; hut 
It would be deplorable, it would be horrible, if it were 
possible that any snch accident shoulcl compromise 
the great work wbieii has been confldcd to them. 
1 am convinced ilu t, wltn a few concessiomk and a 
lutle m utual consideration, the provisional ffbvern- 
m eut which was agreed upon at Bordeaux by the 
Assembly and the chlol of the Kxecutlve power Is all 
that IS wanted at the present time to mainlain tiieir 
union and secure the success uf their common 
course of action. That which Is reallv im portant— 
Which is. In fact, indispeusable-ls that I here shall 
be no attem pt to interfere wtili tho purelv provi­ 
sional character of the present government; and 
that Fnincc shall reserve all rights, flt home and 
abroad, as lo her ultim ate anu perm anent form of 
government. 
In all rases, and whatever be the name of the 
m llng powers, the great art of governing Is to be 
firm about great ihiugs aud tho essential conditions 
Ol governiuent. and to yteid aud be liberal with re­ 
gard to all others.

The General Committee of the German Democratic 
Union determined for the first time to have a cele­ 
bration of Ihelr own and they carried tnis resolution 
into effect by holding a meeting at the Teutonic 
Assembly Rooms, in Third avenue. The hall, which 
had been handsomely decorated by Mr. H. Peters, 
was at an early hour Oiled by an eager multttnde, 
among whom were Colonel Uhl, of the Governor’s 
staff, Mr. Oswald Ottendorfer. Judge Stemmier, Col­ 
onel Maldhoff, 
ex-Aldermnn Gnlntzer, WlUiam 
Radde and others. 
Tho meeting was called to order by Alderman 
SchllchUng, who. after a few Introductory remarks. 
Introduced Coroner Schlrmer. The Declaration of 
Independence was read In tue German language by 
this gentleman, after which Dr. Adolph Bcrkman 
delivered an eloquent address, in whloh he traced 
the war of independence to its primary causes, and 
called upon his hearers to live up to the tenets laid 
down tn the Declaration of Independence by its 
am Dor, Thomas Jefferson, and his associate, the 
great and Immortal 'Washington, who, by hU deeds 
and Ulusinous examolc, bad aralued for himself the 
name of “Father of ills Country.” The sneaker then 
entered upon a discussion of the leading fcatnres of 
the constitution of the United States, aud called the 
altenUun of his hearers to tbe present time, wiien 
events were taking place which gave rise to the 
greatest fears that tho liberty of the people would 
be encroached upon. Bnt it was the mission of the 
Germans bi this country to endeavor to upset all 
those macniuations, and to prove by iheir doing so 
thar the Germans In the United states could do what 
thcU' brothers ou tbe other side of the Atlantic had 
(lone—break the power of tue usurper. 
Mr. John Landerman.n was the next speaker, who 
said;—un the 4ih of July, 177B, the step that was 
to carry the revolutionary fathers to the scaffold or 
to liberty was taken. For seven long and bloody 
years the patrióte fought against Kngland’s power. 
Their independence was acknowledged at 
the 
pca o of Pails, 111 1783. The young republic has 
earned tne gratitude of clviilzatiou, oi mankind 
and oi liberty. America gave to clvUizailon a 
Franklin, 
a Fulton and 
a 
Morse. 
To 
hu­ 
manity she gave the only great and hospitable 
asylum for the opprcs.sed of all nations.

It is intended th at th e m eeting 
snail be oontm ned for ton days from to-day ana 
very eifeasto e preparations

been made. 
There are now not less than fonr hundred and 
fifty te n » on tbe ground, each capable of accom ­ 
m odating from three to six persona, bealdos several 
larger ones, lu which, in the event of a lack of ac­ 
com m odation, several hundred persons m ay find 
abelier. There are also nearly filty cottages—per­ 
m anent simctnroB—erected solely for cam p m eet­ 
ing purposes by mem bers of various congregatlona 
who are In th e habit of attending aunuaily w ith 
tbelr lamUles.

of ttie Jtiate Elections* 


The supplementary elections to fill the 


vacancies in the National Assembly of France, 
which have just taken place, are fall of signifi- 
cance, both as to the future of France and to 
Europe. According to the latest despatches 
one hundred and twenty out of one hundred 
and forty deputies chosen are thorough repub- 
licans. The rest were classed as conserva- 
tives in the telegraphic despatches yesterday; 
but to-day we are told they are legitimists 
and Bonapartists. Many of the republicans 
are moderate and conservative; the telegraph 
correspondents in this, as in many other cases, 
using wrong words. 
The imperialists aud 


monarchists are the disorganizes and Mar- 
plots of France, and the moderate republicans 
are the conservatives. 


The elections for the most part were in the 


centres of intelligence, wealth, commerce and 
productive industry, and cannot fail to have » 
greater weight over the Assembly and in shap- 
ing the destiny of France than ths mere votes 
of the new members may carry. Paris, Mar- 
seilles, the departments of the Gironde, Pas 
de Calais and other most influential sections 
of the country have spoken emphatically in 
favor of the republic. 
Only two monarchists 


were chosen from Paris. In the department 
of Gironde sixty-five thousand votes were cast 
for the republicans, and the imperialists had 
only eighteen thousand and the royalists nine- 
teen thousand. 
Gambetta, it appears, has 


been elected for both Paris and Marseilles, 
while Rouher, the imperialist and ex-Minister 
of Napoleon, was defeated in the department 
of Charente Infe"rieuae. The election appears 
to have been a fair one. The government did 
not interfere to influence the votss or to pre- 
vent the spontaneous expression of the will of 
the people. The soldiers even, it is said, did 
not vote. The result is the more remarkable 
and emphatic in favor of tae republic and 
against imperialism or royalism, because the 
late frightful excesses of the ultra republicans 
in Piris were calculated to alarm conservative 
people and to drive them into the arms of the 
imperialists or monarchists. 
It is evident 


now that the mass of the voters are not afraid 
of Jacobinism gaining ascendancy under re- 
publican government; that they believe a re- 
public is both practicable and the best gov- 
ernment for France, and that they are heartily 
sick of the fanfaronade, corruptions, mere 
glitter and humbug of imperialism and royalty. 


We do not know yet what will be the politi- 


cal complexion of the National Assembly 
when it meets with all the seats filled—how 
many imperialists, old Bourbonists, Orleanists 
and republicans per se there may be. Nor 
can we foresee what combinations will be 
formed. But, if we mistake not, the royalist 
and imperialist factions will not venture ia 
the face of these recent elections and the 
strength of the Thiers government to squelch 
the republic should they have even votes 
enongh if combined for such a purpose. It is 
highly improbable that the imperialists and 
royalists could combine under any circum- 
stances, and a combination of the royalists of 
all shades would not be powerful enongh in 
the Assembly to change the government. The 
very rivalry of the imperialist and the royalist 
factions must teod to consolidate the republic. 
It is a question if even President Thiers could 
turn France over to the royalists if he were so 
disposed. 
But he lias said over and over 


again that he intends to be trae to the repub- 
lic, and there is no reason to doubt his hon- 
esty. He is an old man, aud if he can be 
instrumental in the last years of his Ufa in 
giving France 
a 
stable republican gov- 


ernment 
he 
will 
acquire 
more 
fame 


and 
a 
greater 
name 
in history than 


by restoring the bauble monarchy which has 
failed oo often and which conld not last long. 
Perhaps the imperialists or royalists may 
plot to foment civil strife; for that these falsely 
called conservatives are likely to do, to bring 
odium upon the republic and thus to regain 
power upon the disorders of the country; but 
wo think the suppression of the impracticable 
Communists, the recent elections, and the 
strength 
of 
the Thiers government will 


effectually check the schemes of these Mar- 
plots and real enemies of France. 


Let us, then, contemplate France under a 


republic. We have seen the confidence which 
both the French people and foreign capitalists 
have in the nation to overcome its enormous 
losses and difficulties. 
The loan of four 


hundred millions of dollars—a five per cent 
loan which was placed at eighty-two—obtained 
subscriptions instantly for over double the 
amount. And though this loan was put on 
the market a few days ago it is now much 
above the price at which it was issued. Well 
might President Thiers say, in hia financial 
statement to the Assembly, that, "notwith- 
standing the heavy load upon the country, he 
believed France had in herself such resources 
that a few years of economy aud good 
financial 
management 
would 
see 
her 


perfectly prosperous aud 
infinitely better 


off 
in 
reality 
than 
she 
had 
ever 


been under the lute dynasty." It is doubtful 
if aay other nation in Europe would have 
shown such credit and resources after the 
losses, disasters and expenditures France has 
aorue. Then that splendid military array in 
Paris the other day shows that France is not 
crushed as one of tho great Powers of Europe. 
There is no country of Europe more productive 
or that has snch a variety of productions, and 
many of these, such as the wines and splendid 
manufactures, cannot be had elsewhere, and 
these the rest of the world must have. The 
>eople are very industrious and economical, 
and with a few years of peace are sure to be- 
come prosperous and rich. The republic will 
rend to develop all these individual qualities 
md natural resources in the highest degree, 
t will emancipate the minds of the people 
Vom priestly dogmatism as well as from those 
communist theories which result from oppres- 
jive dynastic rule. 
Under It every French- 


man will feel he is a man and experience the 
value of citizenship, and perceive that all the 
chances of life and advancement are open to 
r.m. In short, it will enlighten and regenerate 


mce, and make her, in moral and political 


nflnence, the first country in Europe. 


The effect upon the rest of the Old World of 


,n established republic in France would soon 
be seen. It is the nucleus of revolutionary 
action. This has been witnessed on several 
occasions. France still holds the same in- 
fluential position. The republic means pro- 
gress and the rapid development of republican 
ideas throughout Europe. Some have foolishlj 


supposed the republic under the presidency of 
Thiers would pursue a reactionary policy 
toward Italy and restore the temporal power 
of the Pope. There is little probability of 
that. The French President would destroy 
his own power were he to attempt it. The 
Papal question is settled. None of the gov- 
ernments of Europe will interfere. It is much 
more likely that Italy will follow the example 
of France, and that Rome will become the 
capital of an Italian republic. How long 
would Spain, too, be satisfied with the bauble 
of a crown should a republic be firmly estab- 
lished in France ? Aud Germany would be 
likely to throw off its imperial and military 
yoke if republican government should prove 
successful in France, for a large portion of the 
Germans are imbued with republican senti- 
ments. So with England and other parts of 
Europe ; the monarchical governments would 
either be overturned or have to make large 
concessions to democratic aspirations and pro- 
gress. 
An established republic in France 


would be the beacon of hope both for the 
French people and for the masses of the other 
nations of Europe. 
We Americans, therefore, 


who know the value of republican institutions, 
hail the prospect of a permanent repxiblic in 
France. 


From 1776 to 1871—Ninety-five Years of 


the "Groat Republic." 


Yesterday was the ninety-fifth anniversary 


of the United States of America, and how 
amazing the record of these ninety-five yeara 
of national growth, power and prosperity! 
From three millions OUT country has advanced 
to forty millions of people; from a line of 
feeble settlements along the Atlantic coast it 
has expanded across the Continent to the Pa- 
cific Ocean. In 1776 our southern boundary 
was the southern boundary of Georgia ; now 
it is the northern boundary of Mexico, after 
the annexation of an empire from Mexico. 
Ninety-five years ago our northern boundary 
was the Canadian frontier; now our territories 
extend to the northwestern gateway to the 
North Pole and to a point within forty miles of 
Asia; and our "manifest destiny" is the whole 
"boundless continent" and the islands thereof 
to the Pole, on the one hand, and at least to 
the Isthmus of Darien on the other, provided, 
always, that North, South, East and West, we 
hold harmoniously together. 


Our political progress toward the complete 


fulfilmeat of the principles of the Declaration 
of Independence has been as remarkable as 
our malarial expansion and prosperity. The 
constitution of "our fathers" was not a perfect 
work of liberty. It was a budget of compro- 
mises with slavery which could not last. It 
was a work of necessity for tae sake of nnion ; 
but the Union thus formed was a rope of sand. 
For these original compromises and all the 
succeeding compromises with the nuisance of 
African slavery, North and South, we have 
paid the penalty in the most gigantic and san- 
gminary civil war in the history of any people. 
We have emerged from this terrMe struggle 
with the nuisance of slavery abated and with 
a constitution of universal liberty and civil 
and political equality; and it must at least be 
recorded to the credit of the American people 
that they were ashamed to put the word 
slavery into their national charter of liberty 
until they could use this obnoxious word 
slavery to announce that neither slavery nor 
involuntary servitude, except in the punish- 
ment of crime, can be permitted in the United 
States. 


Thus we have passed through a great revo - 


lotion in passing through the fiery ordeal of 
four years of terrible war for the life of the 
nation against a formidable rebellion for the 
maintenance and extension of Southern slavery 
outside the Union, and we have entered upon 
a "new departure." What is the prospect? 
It is glorious and encouraging; but it is 
cloudy. Political corruption and demoraliza- 
tion have increased with the public spoils and 
plunder. 
Our political parties were never so 


corrupt and our political leaders and manag- 
ing politicians were never so unscrupulous 
and rapacious as they are to-day. 
The power 


and audacity of gigantic monopolies and cor- 
porations were never so dangerous to the 
public liberties as they are now and the spirit 
of the working classes is full of peril to the 
established inequalities of 
things. 
From 


these and other causes we apprehend that 
our Presidential campaign of 1872 will be a 
campaign of alarming excitements and de- 
velopments and the beginning of new agita- 
tions, which must inevitably bring about a 
new revolution more radical and sweeping in 
its consequences than anything dreamed of by 
our spoils and plunder politicians. Let us 
watch and wait. 
Sufficient for the day is not 


only tho evil thereof, but the glory of the 
"Great Republic." 


Tho New UoHffhtn of Travel. 


The announcement of a "terrible railroad 


disaster" is followed at once by the statement, 
as an apparently natural sequence, that 
twenty physicians have been sent to the scene 
of disaster, althoug'i it is not previously stated 
or known that any one Is hurt. This presents 
railroad travelling in a very cheerful light, 
similar in its effects to the comforting "acci- 
dent insurance" signs that greet travellers at 
every depot, or the "life policy advantages" 
with which the chatty insurance agents assail 
you from the moment of starting. There ia a 
railroad out West which advertises that each 
train carries a coroner and six jurymen "for 
the convenience of passengers," and there can 
be no question as to the soothing effect such 
an official statement has upon the nerves of 
the passengers. The general understanding 
that in case of accident twenty physicians will 
be at once despatched from the nearest city 
would, however, operate much more effectively 
and pleasantly upon the minds and nerves of 
the travellers. 
It is comparatively so much 


more satisfactory to know that in the last ex- 
tremity "twenty physicians" will willingly 
and 
cheerfully physic you, sound yon, 


bleed you, saw 
your 
leg 
off, 
or 


testify to tho company's care for you in 
all these ways if necessary—it Is much more 
satisfactory to know this than to contemplate at 
the fatal moment of the trip nothing more 
auspicious or hopeful than a coroner's inquest. 
A car full of passengers would sleep aa calmly 
as infants, or discuss politics and the latest 
sensation with the self-eoniplaoency that only 
attends the true Christian, if each knew cer- 
tainty that he could run up a big doctor's bill 
at the expense of the company in case of acci- 
dent, or that eycrr puaoture of the lancet into. 


his crushed limb, and every doss of sedative 
anodyne poured down his throat adds a cer- 
tain number of dollars to the railroad com- 
pany's expenses. 
All these little alleviations 


of tho horrors of travel are grateful to peri- 
patetic human nature, although the bluntncss 
with which they are announced somewhat 
startles the unfamiliar mind. 
An improve- 


ment upon the "twenty physician" feature 
would probably be to carry a dozen physicians, 
and if necessary a small dru? store on each 
train; hut it wonld most likely serve all pur- 
poses much more satisfactorily by preventing 
disasters and avoiding the expense of 
the 


physicians if General Sherman's war plan were 
carried out of tying a director of the road to 
each locomotive, and where the train is a very 
valuable one, or is laden with more people or 
greater people than usual, by placing the 
president or vice president of the road upon 
the cowcatcher. 


Venezuela, Uruguay and the Isthmian TCt> 


publics—How Destinies Are Controlled. 
A delightful picture has been pres ented in 


South and Central America by the five repub- 
lics of Venezuela, Uruguay, Colombia, San 
Salvador aud Honduras 
in the past three 


months. War actual, or rumors of war, and 
menaces of suadry belligerent " sorehead" 
chiefs overh'ang these petty governments as 
constantly as the blue ether of the skies which 
canopy them, and with what reason is seldom 
if ever known to any of the combatants. 
The 


usual casus belli of " ins " and " outs " among 
all politicians of course prevails there, and 
the Latins of the New World seem fully as 
alive to its meaning and as ready to make war 
on that basis as ever were their Celtic proto- 
types of Tammany and the Young Democracy 
of New York. 


But the mischief of the matter lies in the 


methods resorted to by 
these hot-headed 


Southerners to effect their little games. 
No 


one ever doubted the Irishman's readiness to 
fight, or his willingness to continue it when 
once fairly into the frolic ; but it seems that the 
free and genial ah- of America is working a 
strange and positive modification in his dispo- 
sition, 
by 
developing his 
good 
nature 


and strategy. In Ireland as a habit he 
cracks a crown, and is continually inveighing 
against one ia the prosecution of his ideas of 
life and freedom; in New York he keeps his 
good clothes unruffled, and either "puts np a 
job" on his opponent or stuffs bundles of 
ballots to defeat him. But the languid Latin 
must go for his man with a shooting iroa and 
amid the pomp and circumstance of what 
frequently proves inglorious war. 


Recent advices from Montevideo state that 


there are apprehensions of another siege by 
the Blancos. Three months ago Suarez, the 
Colorado or government general, had driven 
Aparicio close to the frontiers of Brazil aud 
had almost "bottled" him. 
Shortly afterward 


there was talk of a compromise aud a general 
election, in which Colorados and Blancos alike 
were to participate, both as candidates aud 
electors. 
Now all IB dust and din again, and 


Aparicio the Blanco, like a veritable white 
apparition, flourishes his bloody sword over 
the heads of his Gaucho warriors at Las 
Piedrae, only fifteen miles from Montevideo. 
Such is the life of the men who make destiny. 
It may also be consoling to some of the muni- 
cipal fathers of the Empire City to know that 
this born ruler, Aparicio. has a secretary, 
who writes the GeneraJ's name to all official 
documents, and that Aparicio, who has never 
held a professorship as a penman anywhere, 
simply makes a little cross near the signature. 


Coming next, however, to Venezuela we 


note a decided modernism introduced into the 
system of military tactics—something which 
Jomini never dreamed of, and which clearly 
demonstrates Guzman Blanco to be a man of 
progress. 
Nobody, of course, assumes to 


know which is the government party in Vene- 
zuela, but events have demonstrated since 
January last that Guzman is the strongest 
leader in the country. In nine cases out of 
ten the man who can demonstrate his own 
ability to raise a bigger crowd than another 
down there is the government—at least he is 
the "boss" for the time being. A few weeks 
since, however, Mariciano Salazar, a man of 
influence in the community, took it into his 
head that it would be a good stroke to take a 
revolutionary "shy" at Guzman. Things were 
working up to a pretty pitch, and bets wero 
about even as to whether Blanco or Salazar 
was the stronger. All at once Blanco be- 
thought himself that he had a delicate little 
mission to perform for Venezuela in Europe, 
and with singular foresight he deemed General 
Salazar the fittest man in the republic to ac- 
complish the affair. 
With rare forbearance 


against his rival he at once communicated to 
him a desire to see him, and the result was 
that Salazar is now on his way to Europe as a 
Venezuelan diplomat Instead of marching 
toward Ciraccaa for Blanco'a scalp. 
Blanco 


loaned forty thousand dollars to Salazar to 
pay incidental expenses and provided a Vene- 
zuelan gunboat, the Veinte-siete de Abril, to 
convey his plenipotentiary to St. Thomas. 
Blanco clearly has "brains" and knows how 
to "bust" an enemy's patriotism all to pieces. 


But the straneest "shindy" of all is that in 


Central America, where Honduras, San Sal- 
vador and Colombia got their politics so mixed 
that it was necessary to grind up the old 
Bwords to cut the tangled mass. 
Then Nica- 


ragua and Costa Rica and Guatemala begin 
growling, and the jumble is wound up by 
revolutionists, who take advantage of the dis- 
tracted state of governments, and, as in the 
casa of San Salvador, we find that S-ilvadorian 
rebels are not only running the revolution, 
but are also the prime movers of the declara- 
tion of war by Honduras. The United States 
of Colombia are fretted by two or three 
rapidly recurring revolts in the several States, 
and when, at last an arm?d force threatens 
Panama, the principal city of the whole 
isthmus, the foreign Consuls are sent out to 
parley for terms. As a last resort President 
Correoso politely asks the insurgent general 
not to come near the town, and expresses the 
\itmoalwillingncB8.to fight him at any placo 
he may designate five miles distant. 


The general vein of humor, politeness, dis- 


interestedness, military etiquette, unflinching 
devotion to country, brilliancy of strategy and 
intricacy of statecraft that pervades all these 
"musses" is enough to bewilder the members 
of any common European conference or joint 
high commission, and leads us to the belief 
that Guzman Blanco is the only true man of 
.proftrosg in all the countries we bare alluded , 


to. He evidently is in the march of modern 
enlightenment. It is also a pleasant reflection 
that all the countries here alluded to teem with 
natural riches, and that thus there is no 
prospect that the dance will be stopped for 
want of funds to pay the respective fiddlers. 
Such people ought to enjas^Ue richest part of 
creation, so that the nature/bent of their in- 
clinations may not be interrupted by base pur- 
suits like farming, manufacturing, mining and 
the general "humdrum" of what we call 
civilization. 


The Celebrations Yesterday—Governor Hoff- 


man's Letter* 


The celebration of the Fourth of July passed 


off in ihis city, and, indeed, throughout the 
entire country, with great (clat, as our col- 
umns bear witness this morning. The me- 
tropolis had its accustomed parade of the 
First Division of the National Guard, the 
^bual patriotic chimes from the balls of Trin- 
ity and a grander display of fireworks than 
has been seen by our people for many years. 
The boys kept up the explosion of fire- 
crackers and torpedoes in the most energetic 
manner, and were ably supplemented by the 
spread-eagle speeches of the orators of the 
day. Everywhere there was unbounded en- 
thusiasm, aud with much that was common- 
place there were in the celebrations of yester- 
day 
some 
remarkable aud salient 
fea- 


tures. The singing of the "Star Spangled 
Banner" by the Boulevard Club at sunrise was 
one of the prettiest incidents of the day; but 
there were other incidents connected with this 
anniversary more precious than mere senti- 
ment and more important than any outward 
expression of patriotic emotion. One of these 
was the terrible pother made over the decision 
of the Supreme Court of Massachusetts ad- 
verse to "women 'squires," by the Lucy Stone 
and Wendell Phillips crowd of impractica- 
bles, at Harmony Grove, Framingham; another 
was the remarkable letter of Governor Hoffman, 
read at the Tammany celebratioa. 
In many 


respects no more striking political document 
has been published in many years than this 
frank and candid epistle of Governor Hoffman, 
and it will stand out from the events of yester- 
day as a singularly earnest and well-timed 
declaration of the true principles of free gov- 
ernment. 


Governor Hoffman is strongly averse to the 


centralization of power in the national gov- 
ernment, and, in denouncing the movements 
now making in that direction, he uttered a 
sentence which deserves to become immortal. 
"The great political question now before 113," 
he said, "is whether we are to be the aubjecta 
of what Is commonly called a strong govern- 
ment or shall continue to be, as heretofore, a 
strong people." This ia the keynote of all 
he had to say in excusing himself from taking- 
part in Tammany's Fourth of July, but it was 
a sentiment so well put and so ably argued 
throughout that it cannot fail to become a 
political aphorism. We are a people so strong 
in ourselves and so well able to maintain our 
institutions without bestowing imperial powers 
upon the Executive that this utterance will 
meet with universal acclaim, and from every 
part of the country there will come the re- 
sponse, "We shall continue, as heretofore, a 
strong people." 
Amid the corruptions and 


dangers which surround us bold, brave, true 
words like these will be magical in their 
effects and help to lift the nation out of the 
assail of troubles which sometimes threatens 
to overwhelm it. 


We surrender a large part of the HEEALD 


to-day to the chronicles of yesterday's cele- 
bration. 
Not from tha metropolis alone, but 


from every part of the country we have intel- 
ligence of the manner in which the day was 
observed. 
Everywhere the people seemed 


overflowing with patriotic sentiments, and 
the Fourth of July, 1776, received a ratification 
that amounts to a new Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. Mere agitators, it ia true, seized 
upon the occasion for their idle talk; but 
the meaning of this unusual outburst of 
enthuaiaam everywhere is the avowal by the 
American people of that sentiment for which 
Governor Hoffman found the words, "We 
shall continue to be, as heretofore, a strong 
people." 
The people of the United States 


have a strong faith in their government, but a 
stronger faith in themselves, aud by thia shall 
liberty ba perpetuated. 


The Crops in Louisiana. 


The report which appeared in the HERALD 


of yesterday regarding the crops in Louisiana 
was most encouraging. It is esfimated that 
the sugar crop of 1871 will be lOi.SSl hogs- 
heads, against 87,090 in 1809-70—an increase 
of over sixty-six per cent. 
Since the war 


Louisiana has been rapidly recovering. 
In 


18CO the number of sugar houses was 817, of 
which GG't were worked by steam and 153 by 
horse power. In 1870 the number of augur 
houses in operation was l,10n, of which 837 
used steam and 208 horse po wer. The Drat 
crop after the war was only C,GG8 hogsheads. 
Negro laborers have been taken in great num- 
bers from Virginia, Tennessee, North and 
South Carolina, and the prospect for 1871-2 
is bright. 
The rice crop has not been so 


good, owing, it is said, to the drought. Lou- 
isiana is again getting back to prosperity. So 
too most all the Southern States. Large crops, 
after all, of cotton and rico and sugar will 
prove the best kind of reconstruction. The 
day is not distant when the South will bloom 
as the rose. Under the new conditions the 
people will be richer and happier than ever. 


BELGIUM AND TOE Porn—Two MINISTERS IN 


ROME.—Belgium is the least of the kingdoms 
of Europe. 
Belgium, however, Is plucky, al- 


though small. In the Belgium Senate on 
Monday last Baron d'Avethan defined the 
position of the government iu regard to the 
Italian occupation of Rome. It neither ap- 
proved nor disapproved. Two Belgium lega- 
tions will, in consequence, be maintained in 
Rome—one at the Court of the King and the 
other at the Holy Sec. If the example of 
Belgium is imitated by some of the other 
Powers Rome will be a high old place. Two 
sets of Ministers from the various governments 
in the same city would be something without 
parallel; but it would pay, and Rome would 
most certainly soon arise from ita ashes.

In the nrst place, the Government of National De- 
fence and Paris; In the next, the National Assembly 
and M. Thiers. 
The former saved the honor of 
France by tbetr prolonged resistance; the latter 
haa the courage to make peace when It had become 
absolutely necessary, and to struggle against anar- 
chy. Is there any one wno does not feel that peace 
is bitter and has been bought at a cruel price ?

We ignore the good and looK 
only at the evil side. This Is both short-sighted and 
unjust. We ought to be able to take the good into 
account as well aa the evil, and to bear the weight 
of faults while we gather tne fruit or falthfnl ser- 
vice. A critical spirit is fatal to sonnd policy. It Is 
an excellent thing to offer intelligent resistance to 
tne errors and misconduct of rulers, bnt the mama 
of mere opposition has destroyed more governments 
than it has reioroied. 


We are only taking onr first steps along the road 
which leads to national security and well being 
In 
order that we may reacn the goal we must support 
those who were our llrst leaders; we shall Insure our 
own progress by urging them on, and not oy driving 
them back- What have been the respective part! 
taken by the Cfoyornment of National Deience and 
Paris, and the national Assembly and M. Thiers in 
rescuing us from the abyss and beginning the work 
ol deliverance? 


The Government of National Defence called itself 
by that patriotic name and no other. It did not 
attempt to grapple wiih tne political difficulty and 
select a form of government which should succeed 
the fallen empire. It took unon itseli the defence of 
the country against a. foreign enemy, and nothing 
more. In all essential pomts Paris during the siejre 
did precisely the same tiling. It istruetttat the more

It Is Infinitely more 
true that little subjects and little difficulties blind 
us to the importance or great ones, and that we 
often fall to reach the goal because we cannot over- 
look trifling impedimenta along the road. 


No doubt there are sometimes difttcnltles, misun- 
derstandings and unexpected collisions between 
ttie Chier of the Executive Power and the Assembly 
to which the national sovereignty has been cunnded 
This is almost inevitable. M. Tniers may sometimes 
zrow impatient, the Assembly may be Irritable: but 
it would be deplorable, It would be horrible, ir It were 
possible that any such accident should compromise 
the great work which has been confided to them. 
I am convinced that, with a few concessions ana a 
little mutual consideration, the provisional govern- 
ment which was agreed upon at Bordeaux by the 
Assembly and the chief of the executive power Is all 
that is wanted at the present time to maintain tnelr 
union and secure the success of tiieir common 
course of action. That which Is reailr important— 
which is, in fact. Indispensable— Is that there shall 
be no attempt to Interfere wtih the purelv provi- 
sional character of the present government- ana 
mat France shall reserve all rls'hts, at home and 
abroad, as to her ultimate ana permanent form or 
government. 


In all cases, and whatever be the name or the 
ruling powers, the great arc of governing is to be 
firm about great things and the essential conditions 
01 government, and to yioid and be lloeral with re- 
gard to all others,

NASHVILLE, July 4,. 1871. 


A passenger train on the Nashville and North- 


western Railroad, which left here at twenty minntes 
past eight o'clock P. M. yesterday, composed of two 
coaches and a sleeping car, met with a deplorable 
accident at Harpetb. River, about eighteen miles 
from Nashville. After the locomotive and baggage 
car had crossed the bridge over the river the bridge 
gave way and the remainder of the train fell with 
it into the stream.

THE ONLY FRESH QCESTIOK 


"wnlcn came up was a recent decision of the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Court denying the authority of 
the Executive council to qualify a conple of women 
•whom Governor Claflln recently appointed as jus- 
tices or tbe peace- The appointees were Julia Ward 
Howe and a Mias Stevens, the latter employed in 
the register of deeds- office in Middlesex county. 
Tne .question of their confirmation was referred to 
the full bench of tue Supreiae Court, and a unani- 
mous opinion waa returned to the effect that 


By the constitution or tne Commanweattfc the office of jus- 
tice of me peace Ia a judicial ollice and most DC exercised 
by the officer iu person; i«iil a Woman, whether married or 
unmarried, cannot be appointed tr> such aa oOlcc. The law 
of Massachusetts, at the tliuc of the adoption of the consti- 
tution, ihe whole frame and carport or the Instrument ft- 
Belt* and the unircraa.1 understanding and unbrolten, practi- 
cal construction <jf Lhe greater part of & century artenvard, 
all support tliis cooclusioa and arc inconsistent with «ny 
other. It foilowa that it a woman should be formally ap- 
pointed and commissioned aa a justice of t!ie peace she 
would hare no constitutional or legal authority to execute 
any of tbo fucctionti appertaining to that ollice. 


This adverse decision to ttie civil and political ad- 


vancement of women furnished the text for ttie ma- 
jority ol flic addresses to-uay, ttuu tlio manner in 
which ttie Judiciary of tne Common we altu, were 
criticised was a uoly caution. All the speakers 
took their turn at caustic criticism, but tlie siutrp- 
eal came from Mr- Robiuson, and Ilia views found a 
hearty response in the minds oi all. Ue said that 
lie tuouglu tne question or tlie appointment or 
women to tUe ouico of Justices or peace wad In 
itself of more importance to tlj« Judges or the t'ourt 
than tae ladies. Probably tins is ttie way ttie mat- 
ter lies in tlie nuiiaw of tue Court. If

Not a sound or a single firecracker or a fiz of ft 


roctetls to be heard to-day in this quiet, seques- 
tered place; nothing but tbe clink of hammers or 
the tones of friendly voices In salutation, and the 
eternal orchestra ol nature alone seems musical In 
honor of Independence pay. The birds sing, the 
trees mnrmnr as they are swayed by the perfumea 
breezes from meadow, orchard and field, and the j 
tranquillity of the scene seems use that of a rural 
Sabbath. 


About fifteen hundred people are gathered here at 


the seventh assembly of the National Camp Meeting 
Association or the Methodist Episcopal Chnrch, and 
the prospects are that the meeting will be a very 
successful one. It is intended that the meeting 
shall be continued for ten days from to-day ana 
very extensive preparations have oeen made. 
There are now not less than four hundred and 
fifty tents on tne ground, each capable of accom- 
modating from three to six persons, besides several 
larger ones, in which, in the event of a lace of ac- 
commodation, several hundred persons may find 
shelter. There are also nearly flitj cottages—per- 
manent structures—erected solely for camp meet- 
ing purposes by members of varions congregations 
who are in the habit of attending annually with 
their families. 


THIS CAMP, 


in fact, should be seen to be fully appreciated. It is 
located between Troy and Saratoga, on the line of 
the Rensselaer and Saratoga Railroad, eighteen 
miles from the former city and only twelve miles 
from America's great fashionable springs. The 
grounds are owned by a private corporation, known 
as the Ronnd Lake Association, and have an extent of 
about forty acres, neatly fenced m and presenting 
an admirable variety or landscape. In a thick 
0 opse of pine, hemlock. oaK and maple, about one 
hundred yards from the railroad track, is pitched 
the
